The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art fails to show a device for determining the position of the metallic target 
wherein a damping curve of the detection device has partial areas with high 
positional resolution wherein the detection devices are so positioned that from 
the partial areas of high positional resolution of the individual detection devices a 
detection curve for the entire path to be monitored is composed. As to claim 16, 
the prior art fails to show a method for determining the position of a metallic 
target wherein the detection device with the second highest damping is used for 
evaluating the damping signal.
